FRIENDS— NO. 2 


Bu t to come down closer to ou r day . 
The Protestan t world 
became su ffu sed with all sorts of alien thin g s; an d, throu g h these 
thin g s an d their in v asion of the v ery ran ks of su pposed Chris­ 
tian con n ection s, brou g ht Protestan tism to the v erag e of defeat 
This defeat came from the in side after a carefu l in filtration . 


The relig ion of Christ mu st alway s be in terpreted ag ain st 
the backg rou n d of an ag e, whether in social terms or political or 
philosophic. 
There are v ariou s con flu en t streams that hav e pro­ 
du ced the swellin g torren t of the twen tieth cen tu ry . 
On e g reat 
scholar g iv es this lin e-u p: First, in formin g the modern ag e, the 
en lig hten men t of the eig hteen th cen tu ry , with its su preme con ­ 
fiden ce in hu man reason -su ch thin kers as John Locke, with his 
con fiden ce in reason as a g u ide in all matters. 
This eman cipated 
the in div idu al, bu t later allowed him to ru n wild, to be broken 
from au thority . 
Secon dly , the eman cipation of scien ce from the 
con trols of tradition alism. 
Here was the battle between the men 
of scien ce, like Galileo, an d the tradition s of the past con cern in g 
the ideas that the world was flat. 
Thirdly , ev olu tion ary hy po­ 
theses became dog mas u n iv ersally accepted, u su ally with u n crit­ 
ical aban don . 
Fou rthly , the roman tic mov emen t in literatu re 
an d art, which brou g ht a rev olt ag ain st the decoru m an d the 
checks of Christian -classical cu ltu re. 
It was the ag e in which 
Rou sseau ru led su preme in the realm of men tal eman cipation . 
Fifthly , the roman tic g ospel freed man from the bu rden of per­ 
son al respon sibility for ev il, hu man ism became su preme. 
Be­ 
hav iorism dev eloped with the idea that man does n ot sin ; he simp­ 
ly obey s the deman ds of his biolog ical n atu re, or con stitu tion . 
What he does is a mere matter of reflex es an d con trolled reflex es 
Then , last of all as streams produ cin g this modern ag e, which 
has been su ch a terrible weaken in g of Christian faith, the Biole 
the chief sy mbol of the Protestan t world, cou ld n ot escape the 
ju dg men ts of modern scien tific en lig hten men t. 
It was robbed of 
its div in ity in the g reat wav e of modern ism. 
The heart of Prot­ 
estan tism by these v ariou s mean s was eaten ou t. 
Dr. Hartwich, 
in his v olu me, “The Foreg rou n d of American Fiction ,” say s the 
whole ag e has been on e of back to n atu re. 
Bu t to qiu ote him: 
“ Laisses Faire is the litmu s papper of modern thou g ht . . .redu ced 
to lowest terms, it mean s: Let n atu re take its cou rse, an d obey 
the in stin cts that n atu re has presen ted to man for g u idan ce.

Hamlin Area Prices 
For Farm Lands Will 
Stay High for Months 


Hamlin area folks contemplating 
purchases of farm land are little en 
couraged by prospects of lower land 
prices for some time to come, as 
appearances do not suggest that a 
decline in the prices of farm land 
is in the offing. 
In 
fact, 
famlies looking 
for 
a 
break before investing war-time sav­ 
ings in land may have to wait be­ 
yond 1946 to get it. 
Jones County farm land values on 
July I, ii945, were above their 1920 
levels in one-sixth of the states, and 
equal to or above 1919 levels in one 
half of them. 
The trend in Texas 
was revealed in a sampling of three 
representative counties by the Tex­ 
as Agricultural Experim ent Suction, 
showing that farm land prices went 
steadily upward in the third quarter 
of 1945. 
Tenant buying which 
usually is 
low at this season, showed an in­ 
crease over the previous year in two 
of the sample counties.

WORK TO START SOON ON OIL WILDCAT 
\ THAT WOULD EXTEND FIELD NORTHEAST 


A ctual drilling is expected to get 
underw ay on the block of acreage 
assembled for the Iron Mountain Oil 
Company of Oklahoma City within 
a few days, Harold G. Neeley of Fort 
W orth, one of the owners, announc­ 
ed Tuesday while in Hamlin. 
Projected wildcats on the 19,500- 
acre block of acreage by the Neeley 
interests would 
extend 
the Jones 
County Field nine miles northeast of 
Hamlin. 
Neeley 
stated that actual 
work 
was awaiting arrival of some large 
size casing, which was ordered about 
60 days ago, which was expected to 
be delivered any day now. 
Neeley, associated now with his 
son 
in exploration work over two 
states, has in years past drilled a 
num ber of wildcat wells in the H am ­ 
lin area, and is still confident that 
there is oil in other sections besides 
the proven areas hereabouts. 
It was 
brought out in a civic club Tuesday 
noon that Neeley has spent consid­ 
erable money in development work 
here. 
Interest was focused 
this week 
also on other areas in Jones County 
operations that embraced scattered 
development. 
A new pay horizon for the Coop- 
er-Roberts pool in Jones County, IO 
miles northeast of Hawley was open­ 
ed last week by the S. B. Roberts No. 
6 O. J. Cooper, which was completed 
in the Gunsight. 
On official gauge, the well flowed 
237 barrels of 37 gravity oil from 
the formation which was perforated 
with 40 shots from 2,214-30 feet and 
treated with 1,000 gallons of acid.

CHRISTIANITY WEAKENED BY ITS 
FRIENDS— NO. 2 


But to come down closer to our day. 
The Protestant world 
became suffused with all sorts of alien things; and, through these 
things and their invasion of the very ranks of supposed Chris­ 
tian connections, brought Protestantism to the verage of defeat 
This defeat came from the inside after a careful infiltration. 


The religion of Christ must always be interpreted against 
the background of an age, whether in social terms or poetical or 
philosophic. 
There are various confluent streams that have pro­ 
duced the swelling torrent of the twentieth century. 
One great 
scholar gives this line-up: First, in forming the modern age, the 
enlightenment of the eighteenth century, with its supreme con­ 
fidence in human reason-such thinkers as John Locke, with his 
confidence in reason as a guide in all matters. 
I his emancipated 
the individual, but later allowed him to run wild, to be broken 
from authority. 
Secondly, the emancipation of science from the 
controls of traditionalism. 
Here was the battle between the men 
of science, like Galileo, and the traditions of the past concet (ling 
the ideas that the world was flat. 
Thirdly, evolutionary hypo­ 
theses became dogmas universally accepted, usually with uncrit­ 
ical abandon. 
Fourthly, the romantic movement in literature 
and art, which brought a revolt against the decorum and the 
checks of Christian -classics! culture. 
It was the age in which 
Rousseau ruled supreme in the realm of mental emancipation. 
Fifthly, the romantic gospel freed man from the burden of per­ 
sonal responsibility for evil, humanism became supreme. 
Be­ 
haviorism developed with the idea that man does not sin; he simp­ 
ly obeys the demands of his biological nature, or constitution. 
What he does is a mere matter of reflexes and controlled reflexes 
Then, last of all as streams producing this modern age, which 
has been such a terrible weakening of Christian faith, the Biole 
the chief symbol of the Protestant world, could not escape the 
judgments of modern scientific enlightenment. 
It was robbed of 
its divinity in the great wave of modernism. 
I he heart of Prot­ 
estantism by these various means was eaten out. 
Dr. Hartw’ich, 
in his volume, “The Foreground of American Fiction,” says the 
whole age has been one of back to nature. 
But to quote him: 
“ Laisses Faire is the litmus papper of modern thought . . .reduced 
to lowest terms, it means: Let nature take its course, and obey 
the instincts that nature has presented to man for guidance. 
Ideals of human conduct are only the toys of an ignorant and 
puny biped, his naive interpretations of a scheme too big and 
dark for him to decipher.”
